/Tp Hough this Traft of Archimedes his Arenarim have been t r- 
J merly twice printed in Greek, and thrice in Latin, yec did 
the f earned Dr.Wallu fee caufe enough to publifh another Edition, 
therein prefentingus with many emendations in the Original , and 
with a new Verfion in Latin, and adding fome Abort fhifture, fer- 
vingtoiiluftratethefenfe thereof. And the Book feemed to de- 
ferve thefe pains, as being not only an elegant and acute piece, wor- 
thy of Archimedes,hx\t alfo an excellent Monument prefer ving both 
a piece of remote Antiquity , as is that, of Ariftarchm Samius his 
Hypothefis, revived by Copernicus, and that of the Vorick DialeU 
ia Profe. Befides 3 it exhibits the foundation laid of the Artof'Num- 
bring ox rather Noting of numbers , now in ufeamongft us wiih Sa~ 
racenicfue or rather Indian Cyphers And it accommodates thofe 
numbers *>B y y>f>t>&c not only to numbers proportional in a de- 
cuple ratio ; but alfo to any others, in any ratio whatfoever, that are 
in a continual proportion from the Unite; And they are the fame 
with what is commonly ctiVdUnit, Root, Quadrat , Cube, Biqua- 
drat, to wit,

As to the argument of the Book, 'tis well enough known to the 
Curious, that it Geometrically jfibews a number exceeding that 
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wfnch is equal ro rhe number of th^Sand^capable to 'fill up not only 
the whole Earth and its cavities, but alfo the whole World. 

To this Traft of the Number of the Sand, isadded rbat other 
of the fame Archimedes, touching the Dimenjion of a Gfo/*,becaufe 
'tis fcveral times quoted in theformer,as the foundation of his Cal- 
culus ; mt did it want emendation. To it is annexed Eutocim his 
fhort Commentary upon the faid Dimenfion, which exhibits a Spe- 
cimen of the form and manner, wherein the later Greeks were wont 
ro write their Comments upon their more ancient Authors; and 
(hews withal,how laborious it was to make Multiplications, Divi- 
fions, and Extractions of roots before the ufe of the Indian Cyphers 
was introduced j as a fo after what manner they were performed,

The Author of this Treatife, aiming principally in his Praftife 
of Phy Tick to contribute what he can to the real and conftant cure 
of all Difeafes, and being well aware of that great defideratum in 
Phyfick of faithfully recording fuch Medical ObfervationsandMe* 
thodsofCure, as by candid and careful Phyficians are made , and 
with fucceft employ y^rtfolved at length,after many folicitations of 
thofe of his Friends that knew his Pradife, and his conftant endea- 
vours of improving the fame for the common benefit of Mankind,to 
publifli thefe his Obfervations, relating to the Hiftory and the 
fuccefsful and certain Cure of Acute Difeafes, waving therein all 
Phiiof phical Byptbefes , and delivering nothing but genuin mat- 
ter of Pace ; diftinguifliing withal the peculiar and conftant Phe- 
nomena, of Difeafes from rhofe accidental and adventitious } and 
very carefully obferving the aptnefs of thefeveral Seafons of the 
Year to oecafion rhe feveral forts of Difeafes reigning in them. 

Now this Hiftory and Cure of Acute Difeafes here defcribed, 
comprehends his Obfervations of the fifteen laft years of this Age; 
a competent time, for rendring an account of the diftinft [pedes 
of Epidemicals, which not only fortuitoufly invade us, bntare in 
one year, or in a certain feries of years,of one and the fame kind, 
and in other years different from one another. 

To defcend to the particular Matter here performed , 
eur Author hath obferv'd , that from the years 1 661 to th# 
of 1676* there have reigned Jive f feveral Conftkutions of the 
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Atr, which have produced at vway.ffecUt of Epidemical Difeafes 
arid Feavers feveral iy named. 

Of thefe he calls the firft the Continual Defuratory Feavcr f tail- 
ing from 1 66 1 to 1665, which he efteems to be the principal Fea- 
verof Nature, forafmuch as therein file doth Co regulate all the 
Symptoms , as to difpofe the Febrile matter , when duly digefted 
and prepared, tobedifchargedeifher by a competent fweatora 
liberal tranfptration. Here he records divers important Obfer- 
vations of his, and notes the feveral fymptoms of the Difeafe, the 
Method of cure,and the Diet of his Patient,both during the Difeafe 
and after it ; concluding this Head with defcribing the nature,fy m- 
proms and cure of the Intermittent Feavers bred in this firft Con- 
ititution. 

The fecond Epidemical Conftitution of another kind he obftrves 
to have been in London in the years 166s and r666 This kind he 
calls Inflammatory of which nature the Plague or Peftilence was in 
the higheft degree, fweeping away, when it was in its heighc, 8000 
inoneweek, moreorlefs. Here he takes notice , that for rtn- 
dringa rational account both of fuch wafting Difeafes as this, and 
of fuch that are very gentle, it may be fuppofed,that fome.imes the 
conftitution of the body ot the Air is fuch that it breeds Difeafes 
that carry away innumerable People ; at other times it affli&s but 
a very final number of them ; though it be yet very obfeure to us, 
wherein that different texture of Air, that bath fuch different ef- 
fects, dothconfift. 

Now of this fecond fort he very particularly defcribes alfo the 
feveral fymptoms, and the difficulties occurring in refpeflof thofe 
Phyficians that advife and ufe Vtn&fcEtion in the Plague: Where 
he relates a ftrange example of the good fuccefs thereof herein 
England*, as alfo his own ufe of bleeding in this di ftemper for a 
while, together with his reafon of defining from it, and the method 
by him employ 'd afterwards, and the fuccefs thereof. 

The $ bird Epidemical Conftitution, defcribed by him, did ob- 
tain in the years 1667, 1 668, and part of (669$ and it was that of 
the Small pocks, and of a Variolous Feaver, refembling (except. the 
eruption of the puftuis) the Smal-pocks, in fytnptoms and dura* 
tion, and vanishing with the Small-pock^ This was accompanied 
with a Dwrrta^efpecially at the later end of if ;& it approached fo 
near the nature of the SmaIl*pocks,that it feem'd to be nothing elfe, 
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but the fame turnd inward and incumbent on the vifiera. The 
Phenomena, Oroptoms, and cure of this Feaver, and the difFe- 
rence between the Diftind and the Flex- pox, and the (laughter of 
thoufands fick of thtfe Pox for want of a due Method in treating 
the patients , and many other confiderable remarks, are with great 
care and skill deiiver'd by the A ithor. 

The fourth Epidemical Conftitution heredifcourfed of, was here 
in vogue An. 1670, 167 r, 1672, and is by our Author call'd t h e 
DyjentericalVcwzx, accompanied with the Meafels, and the cho* 
ler* morbus, and folov\'d by a Bilious Colick : All defcribed as to 
their eflefis and method of cure, with the like care and caution, 
as the fore going. 

Thcjfy^ Conftitution that obtained here was An, 1673, 1674, 
1 67 5 , viz. A Feaver of a very Anomalous nature, to which the 
Vyfentcryand Diarrhea were only fy mptomical, not eflfential, and 
upon which furven'd Epidemical coughs, with Pleurefies and 
Peripneumonia's^ thefe five conft icutions were Stationary ,fo they 
had f .)me Intercurrent Feavers, as the Scarlet- feaver , the Eajiard 
Peripneumonia, the Rbeumattjme, the Eryfipelas , and the Angina, 
which are alfo accurately defcribed by our Author, both as to their 
phenomena and Cure. See the Author himfelf both for his Obferva- 
t-ions and manner of the Cure,

In this fecondand confiderably augmented Edition the worthy 
and Learned Author performs four things in fo many Books. 

In the /fr/^he gives an account of the Principles of the Platonic^ 
Philofophy, and fliews the difference between it and the Peripate- 
tick 3 delivering in the fame the Natural Theology of the Platonifts; 
and difcourfing. fundamentally, from their Principles, of the Exi* 
fienceof God, and his Providence and Concourfe 5 then of the 
Grigine as well as the Spirit of the World 5 not forgetting to fijew, 
how that Philofophy endeavours to raife the Mind to the confide* 
ration of Eternal and Primaeval notions, and having diverted it from 
immerfing it feif into unftable and perifhable things, converts it to 
Pncfa as are only perceived by the InteMeft; which our Author, 
duely ponderlcg.the dignity of Humane Nature, cfteems to be of 
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exceeding great importance, efpecially fince the worjd now fwarms 
with tbofe that are fo very fenfual as to contend, that nothing can 
be underftood but Body, 

In the fecond Book he explains firfi the Principles of Arifiotle\ 
and difcoui Tes at large of the nature and origine of Formes ; yet 
without determining here, whether the Forms of living fubftances 
or the qualities of Bodies are things different from matter , or nor. 
Next, he treats of the Epicurean Philcfophy, as lefs difficult and 
more obvious; difcourfing of Atoms, their nature and figures of 
continuity, and the manner of the cohaefion of Atoms, as aifoof 
vacuity, &c. 

Thirdly, he explains the Cartefian Principles ; where he hath (Wji 
a large difcourfe about the nature of a J J hyjical Body, endeavour in& 
to evince, that the effence of it cenfiftsnot in a trine Dimtnf;on,& to 
(hewjthat the Idea of the three dimenfions, ( than which Des Cartes 
contends we can have no other of a Eody,)is the Idea cniy of a Ma- 
thematical, not a Phyfica! Body. Secondly, he treats largdy of 
the Nature and Lawof Motion. Thirdly, of the Elaltiquemotion, 
and the caufes of that motion, and of the manners in which it is 
communicated; as alfo what difference there is in the confi- 
guration of the parts in Springy Bodies, from thofe that have no 
Spring; inquiring atfo, in the Appendix to this Trea t;fe, into the 
efficient caufes of ELifticity, concerning which he delivers the frn- 
timent of Mr. Perrault, after he had aliedg'd the Materia [uhtilis of 
Des-Cartes , and the ignited Atoms, and the Effluvia of Bodies, 
which as fo many wedges do dilate the conftrifted paffages of the 
infieded Body. As to the opinion of Mr. Ferrault , he fuppofes, 
that the ambient Air is of two forts; one thicker, compofed of 
particles of Earth, Water, &c. infpired by us, not pervading glafs 
nor any other fol id body ; the other , farfubtiler and more pene- 
trant", intermingled with the thicker, almofl after the manner that 
quick-lime is mixed with fand,both fvvimming and moving in the 
at her 7 and mixed with it as lime is mingled with water. More- 
over, that as the thicker Air, which extends icfelf to feme miles, hath 
its weight , fo the more fubtile hath a greater weight (many Expe- 
riments evincing both,) Now to this fubtile Air Mr. PerrauU 
afcribes the Elaftique power and other affeftions, as the firmneft 
and cohaefion of Bodies ; forafmuchas thecorpufcles, which com- 
pofe every things having plain and fiat and manifold fuperficies's, 
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cannot be pull'dl afunder , but they muft remove the neighbouring 
parrs oi the Air from their place, and by doing Co fomewbat raife 
themafsof the Airincumbenf,they being every v\here prefTedfrom 
theenvircniog Air, no orherwife than a Body immerfed in water 
is on all fides com preflTed by water. Wherefore as often as a firm 

body, e.g. the branch of a tresis bent, the convex pans thereof 
are fomewhat forced afunder ^but when that exterior force ceafetb, 
rhan every pare recovers its proper figure and fcke; and this, be 
faith, is mainly efFededby the weight of the fubtiler Air, drc. 

Jn the third Book he treats amply of the four Elements , com- 
monly fo called, Fire, Air, Water, and Earth: where occur many 
confiderable Observations concerning hire and jitr. The Epicu- 
rean no:ion of Fire is here explained, and the Cartefian likewifej 
and rhofe particulars difcuflfed , that feun difficult in the later. 
There arealfo recited many phenomena of Flame, and the latent 
fire in Lime and other Bodies ingenioufly difcourfed of: More- 
over, what is the nature and u(e of the Air, what the nature of the 
z/Ether , together with the mmy Experiments about the Spring 
of the Air, made in the Machina Ec/liana, in England and elfe- 
where, drc. 

In the fourth are explained the Principles of Chymijiry, the mix- 
ture and dsfToluticn of Bodies, Fermentation &c* This alfo is full 
of new Experiments and Obfervarions , made here and in France, 
and other Coumries. So that there being reprefenr ed in this new 
Edition, as in an Epirome,moft of the fubjetfsand enquiries of Na- 
tural philofophy, and (hey treated with much plainnefs and ele- 
gancy, it may be of great ufe<o young Students in Philof phyto 
inftrufl thefeives inail thofe matters with brevity and delight.

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Author, who is plcafcd to conceal his Name, is very full and 
punftual, with Inftruftions proper for all conditions of human 
life , particularly for the Generous. 

The wifeft of ail Ages have taken care of Education , as funda- 
mental to profperous Government, and the beft & rood feafonable 
help to good Literature. Solomon for the Eaft,and Darnel, had 
there an extraordinary felicity. Socrates, Plato, Xenopbon, Ifo- 
crates, and the Sententious fmali Poets, as we call them, are, in their 
feveral capacities , for Greece. Cicero and Quintilian^ above all 
others, for found Wit and Eloquence, and peculiarly for rhe.r 
Orator* which lhould be their perfeft, compleat and honeft (that 
is,in their Sryle, Hor.orableJ Man among the Romans. And f .me 
of theacuieft of our Modern have been free of their Advijo's ro 
prompt the Studious : Bodin> for Hiftory ; Clapmarim in his No- 
bile StudiorumTriennium, Alfo Grotim , in one or two fheets ; 
Star mitts, with like brevity ; Chr. Golems X)e Studio Politico ; and 
Caffelius in a touch : Joac. Eocani De ratione Studiorum Differ tat to: 
For choice or variety of Books , Drexelm. And Gabr. Nau* 
d&i Bibliographia Tolitica, and his Inftruftions for erefting a Li- 
brary, elegantly Englifh'd by Worthy Mr. Evelyn. Many curious 
French have done well for the main 3 J, M. argutely in an Englifh 
fheet, &c. 

But this our Author hath reduced the beft of Antient and Mo- 
dern Advifos into a- com pad Met hod ^nd inrerae'd it with a very 
great variety of his own fcaf >nab!e fuggf.ftions. I (hall give no 
judgment upon the particulars 5 and the v>ho!e is compoftd fo Cue- 
cinflly, that it needs not nor admits any other brevwc. But I dare 
affirm it, that this Treanfe is Angularly worth) ro be perufed by 
all the Ingenuous, that are or may beconcernM in thofe Funda- 
mental affairs; as worthy alfo to come fonh from the Famous 
theatre of Oxford.
